Jean, who lives on Wildwood Street 
in Wilmington, next door to the 
cemétery, said she investigated the 
sound and discovered the raccoons, 
then only three weeks old, trying to 
reach the street with wobbly, un- 
steady steps. 

“They weren't even old enough to 
walk!"’ said Jean, ‘They kept falling 
down and picking themselves up 
again.” 

‘The raccoons were old enough to be 

4.. wary of strangers, though, for when 
Jean's son Scott picked them up they 
gave him a testy growl. Scott growled 
right back at them and evidently, in 
raccoon-talk, he said the right thing. 
From then on it was coos and gurgles 
and soon the raccoons, Felix and 
Felicia, had moved in and taken over. 

‘They spent their first night in the 
bath house, just in case their natural 
mother should return to claim them. 
When she failed to turn up and a 
search of the area revealed no clues, 
however, the raccoons moved in with 
the rest of the family. 

Of course, all the humans in the 
house were captivated by them. Ace, 
the 16-year-old family dog appointed 
himself their chief protector, baby- 
sitter and playmate, but haughty 
Sheba, the family's Siamese cat 
prefers to look the other way and pre- 
tend they simply don't exist. 

For Jean, having two new babies 
literally underfoot means a lot of 
care. During their first four days at 
the Waugh home, the raccoons were 
fed with an eyedropper every three 
hours around the clock. Their diet, as 


recommended by a veterinarian, con- 
sists of a special concoction of milk, 
raw eggs and honey. Recently they've 
branched out to baby food and Jean is 
trying to teach them the art of eating 
berries, a more natural food for rac- 
coons. . 
Presently they're sleeping through 
the night and feeding from small-sized 
baby bottles. 

For recreation, when they're not 
sleeping snuggled up together in a cor- 
ner, Felix and Felicia swim in Jean's 
swimming pool or climb a favorite 
shrub in her back yard. They have 
their own collection of toys (probably 
designed with kittens in mind, but fun 
for raccoons nevertheless) and their 
antics continually delight the whole 
family 

Since it is illegal to keep raccoons 
without a permit, Jean has applied for 
one to the state’s Division of Fisheries 
and Wildlife. She plans to keep them 
as long as possible. If, as they grow 
older, they become unmanageable, 
she said, she will try to place them 
with a wild life sanctuary such as the 
Trailside Museum in Milton. In the 
interim, she plans to contact that 
agency for advice on the best way to 
care for them. Under no cir- 
cumstances, she said, would she 
release them into their natural en- 
vironment unprepared to fend for 
themselves 

Since the raccoons appearance at 
the Waugh household was a surprise, 
Jean, understandably, was not totally 
prepared to accommodate them 
While they have a room of their own 
and a comfortable old bedspread to 
sleep on, Jean is still in need of a cage 
for Felix. Felicia already has one, but 
cannot share it indefinitely with Felix 
during their fresb-air outings.

Robbins’ movie to open in fall

At 18, he’s an actor, a director anda 
producer and that’s not all. 

Jerry Robbins of Woburn Street, 
Wilmington, is the driving force 
behind a film-making operation called 
Video 7 Productions which has 
produced “Our Town,’’ Thornton 
Wilder's bittersweet tale of a small 
New England community not unlike 
Wilmington. 

‘The film, made by Robbins for the 
School Department using their equip- 
ment, will be seen by high school 
students beginning this fall. It is the 
first full-length movie to be produced 
in the area for a high school by a high 
school student. 

A special free showing of the film, 
open to the general’ public, is ten- 
tatively scheduled for November 13. 

Besides being the show's producer 
and director, Robbins also did much 
of the actual filming and gave an in- 
spired performance as George Gibbs, 
one of the major chacad¥ers in the 
play. 

“Our Town" is the culmination of 
an effort which began eight months 
ago, struggled through countless rainy 
and cold days of filming on location in 
Carlisle, Billerica and Wilmington, 
and underwent endless takes and 
retakes before producing a finished 
product. One particularly difficult 
scene required 27 takes to film. While 
more than five hours of tape was 
made, only 95 minutes of this went 
into the completed movie. 

But those 95 minutes made all the 
rest worthwile 

“Our Town’’ is a wonderfully sen- 
sitive film, Ostensibly it details the 
successes and failings of the ordinary 
citizens of Grover's Corners, N.H., as 
seen through the eyes of the “stage 
manager.” In reality, however, it isa 
thought-provoking comment on the 
* true nature of human life and death. 
|___ As one of the principals says to her 

long-dead relative ‘Do humans 

realize life every, every minute?” 
“No,"" the relative replies, ‘Only 
|. saints and poets do some, maybe.”

Sue Harrington of Lynnfield, a 
freshinan at Tufts University who 
hopes one day to be a veterinarian, 
ably portrays Emily Webb, the female 
romatic lead.

‘According to Harrington, film ac- 
ting is very different from performing 
on stage. ‘Each of us was our own 
worst critic," she said. Because the 
action was shown, as it took place, on 
a video hook-up, she said, “You could 
really pick yourself apart." 

As an actor, a producer, and as a 
spectator, Robbins said, he preferred 
film as a medium for dramatic ex- 
pression 

“The best thing about film," said 
Robbins, “Is that it is permanent. 
Quentin was terrific in ‘Never Too 
Late,’ but now it’s over."" 

“‘Never Too Late,”’ a 1974 
Spotlighters’ production was directed 
by the late Bill Silvestri, to whom the 
Video 7 film is dedicated. 

Robbins said he selected “Our 
Town” for his first full-length movie 
because he had seen the play per- 
formed stylistically on television, on 
an empty stage, and thought it would 
gain somethinb by being filmed on 
location. 

‘The play is also a favorite of Risher, 
who said he put everything he could 
into it because he liked it so well 

“Jerry has some good ideas,” said 
Risher “and he follows through on 
them." 

Other members of the cast include: 
George Spering, Bob West, Andy 
Bonanno, Joe Scaro, Stephen 
McLaughlin, Laura and Lisa Paquette 
and Eric Sunenberg. 

Robbins and his cast are currently 
putting final touches on the film, dub- 
bing in voices and making changes in 
the background music. Its first show- 
ing will be September 12 at the high 
school. 

Video 7 Productions has also 
produced two short films and work 
has already begun on another full- 
length movie the musical ‘'1776."" It is 
expected to be released next summer. 

In the meantime Robbins, who is 
also a singer, plans to leave on a tour 
of the nightclub circut as soon as the 
filming of ''1776:" is completed.

‘once stood an impressive and modest 
sign, dedicated to what our senior 
citizens can do for their cause. 

What kind of mind did this! What 
kind of stupid, moronic mind plagued 
with empty cells where brains should 
be, did this? These were seniors in 
their 60's, who toiled for their Center, 
without pay, donating time and 


materials. I saw the happy looks on * 


their faces as they chatted and kidded 
about the new beginning. 

Anyone who has any knowledge of 
this dastardly act should notify the 
local police and those responsible for 
the vandalism should be made to con- 
struct and erect a better sign that 
what was there. 

What kind of senseless mind can 
this be? We don't know whether it be 
a teenager or an adult, but what 
satisfaction did the persons get when 
they tore down the sign? 

What kind of parents brought them 
into this world? 

We had been happy to participate in 
a picture of the group at their “‘sign 
dedication ceremonies" and were 
both chagrined and mad at their news 
of Joss of the sign, as we had planned 
to give them due coverage and praise 
for their efforts. 

We went out this week to see the 


rather bleak area sur- 
rounded by high grass and three 
pieces of wood in the area where once 
stood a moderate and yet, to the 
Golden Agers, their passport to a 
building of theyr own, 

Hey you vandals, what are your 
plans for today?
